Danger, and 4n the Buftle unluckily wakens me from' 
a profound Sleep ; fliall I treat this Man himfelf as a* 
Felon, ^ttierely becaufe he was wakeful to prefcrve me 
fi-om dieir Attacks ? 

If even the Dog, who guards my Sheepfold, (hould 
chance to alarm me, by miilaking a Moonlight Sha- 
dow for a Wolf; Ihall I appoint him a Rope as the- 
Reward of his Fkielity ? — -I think not— Yet fuch^, 
O Omm$ns^ \% the Encouragement you give your 
PMrwts \ fuch is the Jewijh Fare, with which yoi^ 
treat thofe few Prophets that are' fent unto you: 

If ye fcave done right, defend yourfelves, vindicate 
the Equity gnd the Honour of this Aftion, and caft 
hack the Reproach upon me, who ftand your Accufer :

The Diftinftioris of Subordination, in every State, 
.arc as rcquifite,' as the Relations, in a private Fa- 
ipily, between Parents and Children^ Majlers and 
Servants-^ and all Conftitutions, that have been framed 
with any Succefs, or Tendency to good Government, 
arc no other than the orderly Imitations of Nature. 



These political Bjfiems^ however varied, ftill bear 
fome Refemblancc to natural Proportion^ to the Root, 
the Stem and the Branches, or to the Head, the 
Bowels and the Members, where the Parts^ by a pleaf- 
ing Gradation, are fo intimately united, that they 
. form but one intire and beautiful U^ole. From the 
due Connection arifes Symmetry ^ and from the Syme- 
try Life and ASticn^ Health and Happinefs muft re- 
fute ; till fome Member or Portion is damaged^ of 
that the Whole is affailed, by fuch outward Force^ 
or inward Dijlemperature^ as may threaten a total 
Dijfolution. 

Comparisons of this Nature are of very ancient 
Authority ; there is no One among You who hath 
not heard of the Likenefs between a Natural Body 
and political Body j and in the early Days of old RomCj

I WIX.L fbppofe, in the political Copftitution of 
this Kingdom, that our ferene Sovereign reprefents the 
Head*, our Parliament the intermediate Heart and 
Bowels*, and we of tht Vulgar the 'micnox Limbs ^x^d 
Extremities, no fmall nor ufelefs Portion of this great 
anci intimate JVhole. -- 

Now, in all natural Bodies, the Pans, according 
to their feveral Degrees, have their feveral Office^ 
and Funftions afligncd them, which no other Part 
hath. a. right to encroach upon, which they ought not 
to be permitted to invade. 

I HAVE indeed feen Meri ftand on their Heads, 
and walk on their Hands, and I have heard of One 
whp penned a learned Tf eatife with his Toes ', fuch 
Kke Inverfions of Nature may be Matter of Curiofi- 
ty, but they can never tend to due Aftion or Ad- 
vantage. It is, therefore, as much the Duty, of 
every Part and Parcel of the Body, to claim and 
adhere to its own efpecial Province and Privilege; 
as it is its Duty to forbear intruding upon the Pro- 
vince of its Neighbour, "" ' 

Fo]R.inftance. It is the Prerogative and the Duty 
of the Heady to dired the whole Body ^ to receive 
Intelligence, fron^ every. Part, but more particularly 
*jFrom the Feelings. of the Heart and Bowels, of al] 
-Wants, Grievances and Satisfaftions •, and, agree- 
able to this Intelligence, t6 iffue its Mandates, ac- 
cording to the right Reafon or Law of the particu- 
lar 
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lar Conflritution. Further. It is the Provkice and 
the Duty, of the inferior Hands and Feet^ to travel 
and to labour for the Advantage of the whole Body, 
and under the Direftion of the faid Law or right 
Reajofty to provid^^ chopfe^ and fend uf to the Stomach 
and Bowels, fuch SuppHes and Recruits, as may 
again return proper Spirits, Bloody and Aliuimit, 
throtjghout the whole Syftem. Laftly. It is the Pro- 
vince, and the Duty of the Stomachy Bowclsy and 
Hearty to yearn and to feel, even for the moft minute 
and outward Extremities of the Body ; to receive 
and give up all Intelligence to the Head ; to relifh 
and digeft what alone is healthful for the Conftitu-^ 
tioh ; and to difpenfe and promulgate fuch benefi- 
cial Appointment^, . as may enable the inferior Mem- 
l)ers, ^o encreaTe in A<^ion and in Induftry.

If, on thii occaflon, diey fhould preilimi 
to diftate to the Hands, to fend up fuch Recruits a$ 
would be agreeable to their irregular, jtppetites. If, 
in ibme depraved Body^ this unhappy Influence {houl(i 
prevail, and that the Hands fhould fubmit to fuch 
illicit DireSlion. I fhall not hefitate to affert that the 
Hands, fo influenced^ would alike prove Traytors to

We muft delve to 
the very Root from whence thefe noxious ExcrelKncies 
Jproceeded* We muft oppofe Temperance to Appetite^ 
. and Induftry to Want. Thefe indeed would prove ^* 
bitary and effeftual Mediciites. They would do more 
than reftore us. By abridging our Appetites, our Tem^ 
perance would be Luxury \ by leflcning our Wahts, 
our Induftry would be Jjffiuence. This is the Indepen^ 
dence that would make us truly free % this is the true 
Freedom that would make us valiant^ virtuous^ and 
^appy. Nor, with thefe Bleilings, would We ^artc 
Dignities of the higheft Exaltation, eveh Triumphs^ 
to which few Conquerors haVe attained j a Dominion, 
to which even Kings are fubjeH^ that of ouf own Ap^ 
petiteSy and of our own Pajfions. 

Here would be a Dignity an<J' Dortiinion, V^ich 
JVealtb would never envy, and which Po*iJoer would 
permit us to dnjoy in Safety ; Cnce no one grudgeth 
that to another, which he coveteth riot to himfelf.

both froni our Reach and from our Frofpeft. We 
^e hereby reduced^ to the more ennobling Neceflity^ 
of feekipg thok Dignities within ourfelves^ which we 
ihould vainly attempt by any outward Purfutf. 

I ADMIT, that diefe internal Treafures and Diftinc- 
iions^ are of a very different Nature from thofe, 
which . moft of our Superiors poflefs ; and yet they 
6fe foch, as havcj heretofore^ been deemed fuperior 
in themfclves to all other Poffeffions ; even Tempe- 
rance and Indujlry^ the Fruiu whereof are fwcet, In- 
tegrity which wq will hold faft^ and fT^uth which wc 
will not barter for Diamonds and Rubies* 

These were, oncc^* the fole Treafures and Viftinc- 
tions of the greateft Nations on this Glqbe ^ they 

were 
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were the only Pride and the only Pillars of Sparta and 
q£ Ronu^ on this Foundadon diey biiilt their former 
.Grandeur^ and hence alone they derive their endlefs 
(Glory. Why may not the fame Caufes produce 
equal EffeAs f why may we not build up our Coun^ 
try with, equal Materials ? but if fuch a blifsful tonfe- 
quence of our Virtues vi denied us ; they will, at leafl:, 
be to ourfelves in the Place of Patrons and Prefer- 
ihents. They will be ^ Garment ythax cannot be worn 
out, a Fund that cannot be fpent, a Feaji that will al- 
.ways relifli ; they will be Courage in Danger and X)i- 
iftrefs, kind Companions in Solitude, and in Death Life 
cverlafting. 

As I Ihall come hereafter to unfold. at full the 
Nature of EleSions^ and from thence to enlarge oh 
the Duties of Ele3ors ^ I will then demonftrate to you, 
.that this Privilege is the mQ&. valuable^ the vao^inte- 
rejiingj and the moft important^ of all the Rights and 
Poffefions of a free Subjedt. That this is the moft yi- 
ered of all focial Duties^ the moft religious of all moral 
Obligations.

I HAVE, now, but barely time, to touch thefe Sub- 
j^fts as I pafs. If your Adverfaries,' Who, on this 
Occafion, would gla,dly make a Jejl of your Integrity^ 
and turn your Virtues into Ridicule^ if they will ad- 
mit, I fay, that there was any Thing in this Injiituiiony 
originally intended, beyond a mere Matter of Faree 
SLad Feftival '9 what can they aUedge to withold you 
. from the Obfervance ? If it is our Duty^ (hall we not 
perform it ? if our Country prefers her Claims fliall we 
be deaf to her Demands ? can any Man avow his Ho- 
nejiyy while he openly defrauds his Creditors ? can any 
Man pretend to Honour^ while he publickly betrays 
hUTrxift? 

If, 
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If* a juftly fcrupulous* and pbus Man, Jhalt Tcaitt 
pardon himfelf a finful Wifh or Inclinatioti ; whac^ 
muft the Guilt of that Wretch bc^ whofe Sin is a 
Pkgue or Contagion, wilfitlly fpread^ and commuoi-* 
catol through a Nation. . The Guilt of the Pr(fiiiute^ 
J^leSor iSw yet mov^ fatal in its Confequenccs, more 
extenfive in . its Eflfefts ; it defands to Thofc unborn ^ 
and widei^ through Poftcrity,

. Aduit, that general ProElice may be pleaded a- 
gainft good Preempts ; will Cuftom give a Sandion to 
Evil ? will Prefcription alter the Nature of Things ? 
or can Precedent give us a Right to elude our own 
Confciinec,; and rebel againft the apparent Didates of 
iXnith? 

Jj Manners and Habits are laid to defcend fronfi 
Couf^ts^ and to flow down from the Great as froai their 
proper Fountain. \i Fafhions^ however corr«/>/, have 
taken their Rife above us. Let us, my Countrymen, 
-for oni:e have the Ambition and the Spirit, to begin 
one Fajhion among ourfelves. Let us. dare to put on 
this Habit of Virtue^ and give feme of our Superiors 
a Precedent^ which, perhajp^, on the Account of the-

honeft down right Citizen^ or Countryman^ beafhamed, 
becaufc his rujiic Coat is not cut after the Tafte^ or 
his plain Morals trimmed after the Times ?

We need not take any Voyages for the Difcovcry cf 
this pretmded Phenomenon.

Shorti^y after, when I heard, that Tbofe your two

Voice in the Ordinances framed for their Condu^^^ nor* 
even a Negative in the kkltion of Rulers by whom 
they were to be governed : It appeared to be ait Of--. 
Jpring of fo monfirous a Depravity^ fo .wholly alien and 
oppoftte to our general Conffitution y, thfl 1 couJd npc

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hut look upon k, as an mquit^us Encfoa'cbfUm oh 
fibUck Liberty \ a kind of mortified Spot in a Limb of 
the great Body Politic \ and how far the InfedlibA 
might fprcad, how widely the Permiffion of fuch a 
Precedent might influence, was fearful to Reflexion. 

I ACKNOWLEDGE, indc^, that as I was no way 
interefted in this Affair, further than an Individual^ 
whofe warm Wiflies for the Publick eittended to all 
die Branches thereof; I did not find myfelf difpofed 
to a Mood, equally wrathful, with that of your par^, 
ticular Patriots ; I found no Refentment arife within 
me againft your Lords\ Whether Mayn^^ ot Alder- 
Men, 

There are fome among tbofe Oentlemeh to whom* 
1 am perlbnally engaged, as well by a voluntary Af-- 
fcdion and Efteem, as by Extraordinary OWigationsj 
I faw that they were not the primitive Intruder^ ^ P 
few that they came peaceably into the Ppffeflion of 
your Privileges ; and T further coAlidered^ that the 
original Ufurpation might have been effeftedj z§ 
much by thfe (hameful Trealchefy or Remifnefs of 
your own Predeceffors, as by the Invafion of I'hofd 
who firft av^ed themfelves of y6UF Poffeffiond, 

When the pi*efent fet of Aldefmen wer* invciffeed 
with Authority, they found you Stramgers-^ to your 
own Intercfts, they found you Bliiid to your own- 
Rights. There is a certain Seafon affigned to fome- 
Creatures, before which, their Eyes will not open to' 
the Light. If fuch was your Cafe^ was it the Bufi-^ 
nefs of the Aldermen to haflen this Period ? 

It I become feized of an Eftate, whereof fome^ 
of my Anceftors, without my Knowledge bif P^rivity^ 
had unjuftly pofleflfed themfelv^s, If^ tl^roaft^r, thq^ 

right 
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right Owner (hould put in his Gjaim. I (hsAl yet he 
accounted fujfEciently honeil, if according to all 
Cuftom, I withold the PoiTeflion, till eviftcd by the 
very long Courfe and Judgment of the Law^ If^ 
however, upon Conyiftipn of the Demandant's Rights 
I fhould voluntarily furrender the PojOTeflion ; I ima- 
gine that this would be looked on as an Inftance* of 
Angular Juftice. But no One will fyy that it was in- 
cumbent upon me to be over fedulous in the Search of 
another Proprietor, or inquilitlve after Rights fu- 
pcrior to my Own. 

. There are, my Brethren, two Kinds of Guardian^ 
Jhips in our Law ; the one oF Minority ^ the other of 
Ideotifm ; the firft accountable^ the fecond without AC" 
count ; the one, of Perfons fuppofed capable of an 
Underftanding to which they have not yet arrived r 
the other, of Peribns fuppofed incapable of arriving to 
any Underftanding at all. -

Now, fhould a Minor attain the .Years in which 
the Law admits him to the Intelligence of his own 
Injterefts, (hould he yet decline to intermeddle, 
fhould he fhew no Senfe of Property by any Chal- 
lenge or Aflertion : It will be Wifdom, as well a$. 
Policy, in his Guardian, to conclude that he hath a 
Right to continue to difpole of that Perfonwith his 
Property, who thus demonftrates that he hath not.

Knowledge and Aflertion of your Right^, 

Bu-T, . fiow^ you will fay, that you have a clear

' Properties^ Now that all E^yes perceive that thofe 
itfc your JR^^J wkh wMch Aldermen are invejied. 
Now that the Aldern^en themfclves deny nothing of 
your Privileges -= — -^faving the Rejioraliqh: Why 
do they yet retain, wherefore do they with-hglci 
them? 

Ih TpuA, tny- Friends,- 1 have, on thi? Qccafion, 
run throughout Hiftory, 1 have fearched among' the 
Moderns, and ranfacke^ the Antients, to find fofne 
Ex^n^le wherewith I rnight reproach tbefe fame AU 
d^wktn^ CO find fonnic Precedent of Great Men^ who 
Qncp feizcd of undue Power ^ have at any Time offer-. 
cd a: vduatary Surrender ^hereof to the Proprietors. 

Alaa ! what an idle JoTirney, what a fruitlcfs Dif- 
quificion. No Trace' of (udi' a Virtue can I difcover, 
except in an old Romance of 72?^y?«j, and Jri the mo- 
dem Iniltsmce of Alderman Ross youf prefent hord^ 
Mi^fott who- is at >Jonce the higheft //^«<?iir, and the 
higheil Reproof to his Fraternity, who not only makes 
a Tender of every Article of your Claims with which 
he himfelf is invefted, but hath alfo engaged to foHi- 
-.*^^ B cit 
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cit in Parliament the full Reftoration and EftaUiib^ 
ment of all your ancient Privileges. .^. ' 

But, my dear Countrymen, do not confider ^bis 
my Apology for your Aldermen^ as an Approbation, 
in any meafure, of their Conduct. If I flicw you 
that there is no Neceflity for flying into angry Prf- 
fions, becaufe Great Men behave — like Great Mm i 
t>*is doth not declare, that Authority iis a Sanftioa 
for Injuftice, or that Precedents for Wrongnhing give 
k Right to fimilar Aftions. No Mode, no Cuftom^ 
cap reverfe the Nature of Things 5 and whatever is 
intrinfically iniquitous will always continue fb. Truth 
in every Gafe is like our King^ or our Churcbj agsunft 
which Lawyers fay, nullum Tempus occurrity there caa 
be no Prefcription 5 and one of the principal Maxims 
:^hereon our Conilitution is pillared, is this, ^od ab 
initio non lalet traSlu tempori^^ non cowualefcit ^ in 
plain Englifh, That which was originally againft Rta^ 
fon^ can .ne^erbe made reafonable by len^b of , Times 
alias, Tour Aldermen continue the fame Iniquity in 
with-bolding - your Rights^ that their Predecejfors 
were gmlty of in ufurping them. 

I AM therefore no way inclined to diiluade you 
from attempting the Recovery of your Privileges^ :by 
all the Means in which you yourfelves are /rn/iAg'ftf, 
to reclaim them ; by Petitions^ Addreffes^ Remon^ 
ftfance^ Solicitation^ Suit ^ by every Method that is 
confident with that right Reafon on which yew Claim 
is founded, and which indeed ought to be tiitprin^ 
cipal Motive of your Demand, that is, the fFell-beif^ 
cf Society y the Reft oration of what is lopped from our 
Conftitutionj the Re^eftablijhment of what is lapfed in 
our Country, 
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The Sellion of oiir Parliament approaches. Such 
a NatiMol Concern^ as I have proved yours to be, 
vn& come beft before the Reprefisntatives of a Nation 
who are wholly interefted m it ; and if you and your 
Countrymen have heretofore itt any Value, even on 
thdfe Privileges, of wluch no Man hath y^r attempted 
to deprive you ; if- you have been careful to return 
fuch Conftituents for your Counti'y, as were mo^ 
knowing, and moil zealous in the Welfare thereof ; 
▼our Concern will be their Concern, your Intereft 
dieir Intereft, in them you will give Ear to your own 
•Yleadiqg, in them you will judge your ownCaufe^ 
«d there is no Queftipn but you wiU meet with am<^ 
jle Rcdrcfs, . . 

If, on the contrary, you have betrayed your own 
^ruftj what Faith are you to exped: froni Thofe who 
repr^t you ? If you have elcded your Conftituents 
through partial Motives^ is it among fuch you are to 
look for a public Spirit f If you have been falfe to 
y&ur Country in your Appointment of her Servants, 
the Meafure you gave to Her will be meted out to 
Yourfelves. If you have thus iniquitoufly neglefted 
the great Body of your Privileges^ you will be equitably 
abridged of the /mailer Member^ «rhich you claim. 

But Time yet fervcs. All is not loft, my Bre- 
thren. Much Power is ftilj in your Hands, If you 
•have a 3enie of paft Detriment^ if you now fe^l the 
Smart of former Woundings ; let it wam you to your 
approaching Defence^ let it inftrudt you to your future 
Prefervation. Never look for a Reftitution of. what 
is already pillifged^ if you are not refolute in your Fin- 
di^afion of what you yet retain.

It is therefore, with much Regret, that I, who am 
really under private Obligations to my Superiors iri 
the Foreft, find myfelf thus fingldd o\3t, in Behalf of 
tliia Flock, to give your L<ordihip the Mortification of 
aRefbfaL To acqualnv you, that if your Threats 
mean any Thing further, than to terrify us into your 
Meafures ; we choofe rather all to perifh in one Ef- 
fort for virtuous^ Liberty, than to beget a Generation 
of Vi^ms, and to breed up our Lambs merely for 
the Tuik and the Talon. 

To acquaint you, notwithftanding, that we are 
very far frorii intending or tempting any Kind of Hof- 
tilities. But, whatever that Authority may be by 
which your Lordfhip is recommended ; we ihould 
jufliy be. accounted the mofl: daftardly of all Sheep, 
ihould we admit you for our Guardian while you are- 
cloathed in our Spoils, while you infult that very 
Flock, whom you addrefs for Favours, with the Pro- 
ipe(5t of a. Fleece upon your Shoulders. ' 

To you next, Mr. Rtynard^ I think good to pay 
my Re^r^ls ; and I do afiure you in the Name of 
all my Fraternity, that we are thoroughly convinced 
of your great Talents and Underftanding, and that 
there is no Perfon breathing whom we would prefer 
to your Worfliip, were we equally <^onvinded of the 
Greatneis of your Integrity \ for Capacity is alike ap« ' 

plicablc 
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Qoeftion of his Veracity : All our Doubt iS) in refpeft 
of the Means by which he came by them. His ge- 
nerous Offers of a Share thereof to the Individuals of 
this Flock, are^ I own, very tempting. But fliouM 
we be fuch Tray tors, as to admit the Confiderarion 
of private Intereft, when the Welfare of the Public is 
alone in Debate ; who Ihall afliire us, that, on our 
making a Vifit to his Worlhip, inftead of being 
float bed J we may not return ^^xr i that, inftead of 
bringing back the Reward of our Treachery y we may 
not happen to leave a Fleece behind ? 

It is a flirewd and ancient Proverb, that, when the 
Family of Foxes grows rich and profperousy the Sheep 
majjufily reckon upon Lofs and Damage.

fbt End of theVVnU LETTER. 
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TH E foregoing Fable, though now paitir 
cularly addrefled, to Yau, my much lo- 
ved and refpefted Brothers, is equally ap- 
plicable at all. times, to any People, on a 
like Occafion. 

I Seek not, under Gharaders or Reprefentations 
of any kind, to couch my Partiality to one Man, or 
Prejudice to another. So may I prolper in my pri- 
vate (^oncems, as it is the general Welfare which I 
feek:^y thefe Addreffes ; as I feek to eftablifli your 
Profperity in Truth alone, in Truth as impartially 
advantageous to You, as it is in itfdf eternally un- 
jiterabje. 

. It 
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It is not merely by the Powers of Oratory and 
warm Profeffions, but by a Conduft, ever conform- 
able to the Principles pf Virtue^ that I wifh any 
Man may gain eitiier your Cixdit: or Efteem. The 
higheft Proof and Atteftation that you can give of 
your own Worth, is to give your Voice and your 
Approbation to Worth alone; for we never grant 
our Regard cMf our Affeftioa to Others, ^ but on 
Accpiant of .iphat we regard, arid aflfcft iii Our- 
felves. 

It is not, therefore, a fufficient Ground or Foun- 
dation for your Favour, that you hear a Man cry 
aloud, for Liberty ! Ltyalty ! Patriotifm! Public 
fVed ! They are Terms that have been often ufed 
with great Latitude and incertain Tendency ; in 
the MDuthsi of *^Many, they mean fomething very 
J^Lffecent frcu t^rjji^ and nator-al Signiicaiioa ; 
and 1 fhall come to demohftrate to You, my dear 
Countrymen, that no People was ever Great j but as 
they were Good alone ; that no Nation can hcfree^ 
but fo far as they are Virtuous. 

But, as tbeje great and beneficent truths yiO\jid 
demand a lai^e Compaisi to be duly unfolded, and 
ritet the approaching Efeftion preffeth ;' You to a y 
^edy Determination ; I can, for the pr^fent^ bare- 
ly iketcK what I intend for a regular Draughty I 
have not time to draw out the full Map of your 
Condudt, and muft ccmtent myfelf with iettiog up 
a few Beacons and Land-marks, that may in fi>me 
Meafure ferve to warn You from the neighbouring 
Quick-fands,, and aflift You in reaching that Port 
of Safety and Happinels, whereto it ihall be the 
Study of my Life to fleer You. 

WHATEVER extravagant or unfettled Notions 
fome People may form to themfelves of Liberty j 
whatever Opinions fome Others may entertain of 
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Its Noa-«aftencc, or that it is. at beft buta Matter o 
Invention and Policy, eqiually ufed by State Craftf- 
men to hold a Party together^ ^ by grafping Ad- 
ve^iturers to excite Faftion and Mob : I will fhew 
You by a fimple and quiet Demonftration, its plaia 
Nature and Tendency^ its Reality and Advan- 
tage. 

Suppose, that in /r^Ai«J there were at this time 
no kind of political Eftablifhment ; but that we li- 
ved independendy, though honeftly, together; in 
the State that fome PhUofophers have called the 
State of NaturCy or that the Poets have piftured for 
the golden Age. 

In this Cafe, every Ma^n of Us would be perional- 
ly. aAd feparately poffefTed of all the Rights and 
Powers that were given to Us by Nature ; our own 
Reafpn would be our Law^ our own Conjcience 
wpuld be our Governor \ and if Each had Virtue 
(enough, to refrain from the Invafion of his Neigh- 
bours, Each in confecjuence would hftye iStrength 
enough to retain his proper Privileges ; Each would 
then permit to Others what he enjoyed to hinifelf ; 
and every Man, in the undifturbed PofTeffion of his 
l>wn Property, aod in the rational and confcienti- 
tm Dite<^ion of his own Coiidu&, would enjoy the 
•Pbrfe&ion of natuM Liberty, 

In fuch Circumftahce's, I may hope, there arc 

but few who will afTert, that natural Liberty would 

-noff' be realy that it wouki hot aUb be beneficial : 

'He alone can di^tie this, who ihali avow that he 

prefers Difpojfejfkn Ito Property ^ h^wry^ to Rights 

and Com^lfion to fihe inborn DiiSates of Rjgafon and

It is proved^ then, that natural Liberty^ in a natural 

State, would be both real and valuatle. : Let us now 
proceed to try, whether political Liberty^ in a politi- 
cal State, is not equally effential and equally advanta- 
geous; 

Suppos 
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Suppose, tliat while we continued in this State of 
upright Nature, we ftiould be threatened with feme 
foreign Invafion ; or that a Number of our Country-^ 
men, degenerating from thefe the Principles of Rea-» 
fon and of Confcience, had combined together, with 
a View tp pillage and enfls^ve the reft. 

On this Occafion, every Individual muft be con- 
fcious, th^t he could not be able in this his feparate 
State, to withft^nd the coUefted Force of Numbers. 
A Confederacy, therefore, on one Side to ajfault^ 
would naturally produce a Confederacy on the other 
Side to defend ; an Affoeiation on one Part, for th? 
DeftruSlion of Liberty, muft neceflarily impell to an 
Affoeiation on the other, for the ^ufport thereof. 

And here, it is no way pertinent, for Us to in-^ 
quire what thofe Links might be, by which the Af- 
foeiation againft our Country would be. bound, by 
which any League for evil Ends would be held to* 
gether : For, though fome kind of Government is 
requifite to form even a Company of Banditti ; yet 
a Conneftion foV Purpofes, in their Nature indifpor 
fed, can never preferve a firni or lafting Union. 

Our Bufinefs, therefore, is alone to difcov» 
the Nature and Tendency of that Affoeiation, which 
on this Occafion ihould be dujy formed, for the 
Defence of natural Right, and the Preferyation of 
natural Liberty. 

To difcover this, it is requifite in the firft place 
to confider, that, as no one Man could pretend a/ 
Privilege of didtating to the Reft the Nlanner or ' 
.Meafure of this Affoeiation, a Confultation wotild 
therefore be neceffary \ and in this Confultation, e- 
very Man would be equally free, though not equally 
prudent, to give his y oicc and Advice for the Good 
of the Whole. 

BvT 
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• But, as Experience muft fpeedily demonllratef 
that fuch an Infinity of Counfellors could only cre- 
ate Confufion ; They would thereupon find it equal- 
ly neceffary and expedient, that, out of feveral afcer- 
tained Numbers or Neighboorhoods of Men, each 
Number or Neighbourhood, by a Plurality of free 
Voices, fliould eleft him whom they judged to be 
the wifeft of that Number, to perfonate his Conftitu- 
«nts in fuch grand Confultation, and reprefent the 
Wifdom of Thofe who chofe him. 

Thus, as each Counfellor would be no other than 
the Aggregate or Sum total of his Eleftors, a Col- 
lefbion of their feveral Powers, an Utterer of their 
feveral Voices ; the whole Council together would 
form one great Mirror, or rather Epitome, that 
would take in and contain every Individual through- 
put the Nation, with their feveral Interefts and feve- 
ral Powers, thus contracted to avoid Confufion, 
thus condehfed for the greater Force : As Water, 
weakly diffufed and flagnating on a wide Extent of 
Land, grows ftrong, clear, frefli, and aftive, when 
reduced and directed in a regular Channel. 

Wherefore, as this great Council would repre- 
fent or be coUedive of every Individual in the Na- 
tion \ they could not poflibly fo reprefent or be col- 
lective of the fame, for any Purpofes, other than 
thofe which were National \ and fhould they at any 
time abufe or' pervert thofe Purpofes, they would 
no longer reprefent the Nation who had chofe them ; 
they would rather reprefent the Banditti or Invaders 
againft whom they were eledted ; they themfelves 
would commence a State of War with their Country, 
and would thereby reftore their Eleftoi s to their ori- 
ginal State \f Nature, and in that State, to the Ca- 
pacity of a new political EkSlion. 

NoWr 
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Now, in order to know what thok national Purpo-^ 
fes or Laws of the EleSed fhould be. ; it will be fuf- . 
ficient to inquire what the particular Ptirpofes or Rea-^ • 
fans of the Electors were, in choofing fuch an afToci-^ , 
ated or jiational CounciL 

The Queftion once alked, the Anfwer is felt 
cviderit. The Individuals were attacked^ they wifh-» 
cd to be defended ; their natural Liberty was imaded, 
they defired it fhould h^ fecured. Thefe Benefits, 
could not be attained in the feparate State of Na- 
iure^ they were therefore compelled to feek them in 
the cDtmeSied State df Society. To form fiich a State, 
Wifdom and Cotifultation were neceffary ; but all . 
could not fit and advife together. Each therefore 
feparaf^ly chofe who ihoiild aflbciate as his Advifer, 
who Ihould l|)eak with his Voice, who fhould a& 
for his Interefb. The feparate Bodies of the Elec^ 
tors were dius imited in their EleSl, the EleS were . 
again united in one embodied CounciL Thus from 
Individuals arofc Society ; from the private State the 
Public. The whole People formed Laws for them-, 
felves, the Nation fat confulting together. To what 
Purpofe, can it be afked ? ■ to the Purpofe for 
which they confederated ; for the Defence of thofc 
natural Rights, ibr tJie Afliirance of thofe natural 
Liberties, that could itot tic fb well afcertained ih the 
natui-al Stslte. 

H«Rc^ perhaps, it may beobjefted that there n*e* 
vcr was fech a State «f Nature. > ' I anfwer, that 
there may be many fuohiQWn now upon Earth -, riiat, 
if the Form -of our Govormnent were, at any time 
difiblved, we fhoidd that Inftatit be reftored to fuch 
a State of Nature, though poffibly not altogether 
fo innocent and upright ; and that every Man liv- 
^s, at this Hour, in ^f\ich a State of ^natural 
im, who is not fubdued by Giiilt from 

within,, 
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Wittiin, or Tyrtony from without ; forafmuch as t 
ihall. fliew, that the Members of a free Society, 
have not thereby forfeited any of thdv, natural Pow* 
ert, which they have only fo far entrufte:d to good. 
Government^ as ought rather to tf^VM^tf^ enlarge^ and 
i^urexhtm. 

g60 almighty hath Indued every Mart 
with Strength, Reafon, and Confcience j with Strength 
to ajfett his Property, with Reafon to dire^ his Pur- 
fuits, and with Confiience to controulKrs Appetites. 
Man. hath thereby an undoubted Right to preferve^ 
what is his own^ while he is alfo checked in attempting, 
on that which is another's ; and therein conHfts hiS; 
naiitral Liiertyj which is no other than natural Rec^ 
titude. 

But, as fome have degenerated froth this thfeir ni-^ 
tqral Redtitude, when (hefe pafTed the Barrier of Rea^ 
fon and. of Confcience; others, who fuffered by fuch 
Encrbachrheht, found themfelves under the Necef- 
lity, of providing * new Limits, and of ftrengthen^ 
ii^ that Inclofure, by which every one fhould be 
barred from Intrufion on another. For, if fuch Li*^ 
eence was.permicted to any, the fame would be a Li-^ 
cence to AU, and where All would encroach. All 
would likewife l)e . encroached upon ; and, thence^ 
Property and Freedom would ceafc throughout the^ 
World. 

. Wherefore, in order to guard agiinft thelnvia* 
fion of Some, Others have been induced to aflbciatc 
together j and whatever the Forms of thofe Aflbcia- 
tions might be, however fuch Conftitutions might 
differ in their Model, their End and their Purpofc 
rauft ever have been the fame -, that is, to ftrengthen 
the Weaknefs of feparate Nature by political Connect 
iiony to oppofe private Encroachments 'by piiilic Fen^ 
ces^ and to affure natural Rights by political Appoint- 
ments ' 
' • * B Wheri 
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WtttREVER Society deviates from thofc the Piir« 
pofcs thereof, there Government becomes the Evil 
that it was intended to' retnedfs, the Lintcs by which 
fuch Governmeni was cmneRed are by fuch JMSs'^go^ 
vernment dijfolved^ every Member is difchargid. from 
his Allegianu thereto, and it is not by the Authority 
of Rights but by the Authority of Fotce alone^ that 
they can any longer be held to Obedience. 

Whatever may be the Conftitution of any na- 
tional Society, whatever may be the Manner by 
which any Member hath been incorporated thereto,^ 
tliere are only two Bondi that can hold him to a Qm^ 
fnrmityy Force or- Rights Compulfion or Duiy^ For, 
as GOD hath endowed Man with feveral natural* 
Gifts and Privileges, his own Surrender, of any of 
them, can alone be conGftent with his Liberty! .who- 
ever attempts to deprive him is guilty of tyrannic 
Force, and, this, GOD, in* giving him the l^rivi- 
leges, gives him a kight to refift. 

If, therefore, the Members of any nadonal So^ 
dety^ have, either by Affent or Confent, as far as m 
them lies, furrendered their natural Powers to the 
folitical Conmuniiy ; fuch Surrender czxvMX.htabfolitie^' 
but conditional^ not in G///, but in ^fuft. Each In- 
dividual makes Aich a Community ftronger by his 
Strength, richer by his Property, wifer by his Un- 
derftanding, better by his Virtue : But wherefore ?— 
Not furely to be himfelf deprived and deftitute ; no5 
to be weakened^ but enforced^ not to be ithfumerijbed 
but enric^ed^ not to h^ controUled by TFill hut direSed 
hfff^ifdoni^ not to have his natural' Liberty abridged 
or annulled h\\t extended zx\A affured\ and in the At- 
tainment of thefe great Ends to each Individual, con- 
fifts the only Qppd of Government, the true Nature 
of political Liberty which is no other than political 
ReHitude^ ^ - '

On this Occafion, it may be aflced, that, if natu- 
ral Liberty Is not changed or alienated by Society % 
what then is the Appearance under which it is con-* 
dnued ? what are the TermSp by whofe Signification, 
it is yet retained ? . . 

I anfteer^ that atflrfhc Powers and Pri^Jegesof na- 
torai Liberty may be perceived by an Eye of very 
common Difcernnlent, in the Liberty that appears to 
be mte^ly^ poHttcal. The private Rtajt>n of every 
Man or free Member of Society ^ is <:ontinued in thi 
L^ijtaturjg or fublic BireSlion ; the private Confiience 
of every Man in the public Controul or Magipracy % 
and tht. private Streifgtb of every Man in ihe. execu- 
tive jiuibortty : For, wherever thefe , fey.eral Powers 
or Privifeges maybe depofited, if they are freely dc- 
poGted there by the Confent of the Individuals, they 
cannot poBibly be fo depofited but with the Pro^ft 
of Ufqry, or at leaft of grateful and equal Returns i 
uf priiiaU jR<4/^iiiblkned into fublick Law^ of pri^ 
n^ate ConfcieMce operating in publie Controul^ and of 
frrmtt St/reugth coUe^cd xaidtx publie.

Wherefore, as any foUHcai C^ftittaiwdi Men 
in xiit Jggregate^ is only fo fe free, as * it refetnbles 
imd fums the natural Conftitmion of Men in the In^ 
iUvidualy where every One, . agreeable to his own* 
Rcafon is ruled by his own Confcience :* So, the po- 
litical Body of any People, is rightly accounted con^ 
Jiderabk or impotent^ free or injlavedi in Propoftionji 
as they have, or have not an Influence, in* the Elec- 
tion of Legijlators by whom they are to be direHedy 
and the Appointment of Magiftrates by whom they 
are to be conirouled \ for, where a People give their 
own Voice t^ the Mcafure of their ovon ConduS ; there, 

and there alone, is the Perfe^ion of fubliek Liberty • 

Provided, however, that fucfe Voice is uttered t(y «»iy-» 
affed Reafan apd good Confcience^ that it is ^IK^ Qthe^^ 
than the Voifie pf Wifdom and Virtue, 

To publifli the above Truths^ would he accounted 
^reafon and Rebellion throughout moft of th6 Domi-« 
nions now eftabliflied u|)dn Earth ; but to Us, my 
Countrymen, they are Matters Qf Peai;e^ qf Unity^ 
and Rejoicing. 

As I have now declared and demonftrated the 
Nature of L/^^r/y, vfhtthcr perfoml or public^ natu-r 
ral or political^ I will next proceed to iconfider by 
what means it may be loft, and will laftly fhew you 
the Duty that is incumbent Qpon you to retain it. 

The Means by which you may lofe your Liberty 
are threefold, firft by others, fecondly byyourfclves^ 
and thirdly by others and yourfelves cooperating. 

First, by Others, whether they bjc Foreigners or

where, ihould perfuade you, that the Liberty of the 
People, did not coiifift in their. Jppdintment of Magif^ 
tratesy but. their Refumption of Powers ; not in their 
Confent to Z,iw\^ but their Sharing of Authority. 
What Horrors, what MalTacres, what a Cam^e of 
divine Patriots; what Overthrows of Conftitutiona 
long laboured and erefted in Wifdom and Virtud,

They 
Both malign the Maftiff who peribnates Fidelity ; for 
they judge with due^Forecaft, that, if by any means 
they might infpire You with a Sufpicion of your 
Friends, if they might but once detach you from 
Thofe who iefeud^ your Fold muft lye open to didr 
own InvqfioHn 

But, as Fa8s form the only Rule by which we 
can judge of Profeffions ; If from frequent Experi- 
ence and a grateful Recollection, You can diicover, in 
titt Condu^ of fome of your Candidates, the La- 
bours, the Suflferings, the Watchfulnefs, and At- 
tachment, of this long tried and faithful Maftiff, I 
know no better AfTurance of future Services than the 
Eameft of Benefits abreaif received.

firft have opened the Mines of Jgriculture^ and 
have endeavoured to widen the Chancls of your 
Trade. 

But as I am firmly perfuaded of the Reverie 
of all this. As I apprehend thgt ,the jPoffefliooa of 
many among us have already' debaliched and 
maddmiferable their Proprietors. That fush Ex- 
amples have fpread their Contagion abroad. That 
Jffiuence propagates Luxury^ Luxury Immorality^ 
and Immorality the Seeds of Slavery throughout 
my Country. I would fooner fteer you eajtwardy 
while your Port lay JVefl^ than lead you to the 
Danger and Temptation of Riches; till you are 
firft duly informed, and wifely , determined oa, 
fuch a Ufe and Application thereof, as can. a* 
lone derive' any Benefit or Advantage to the Pof-* 
feflTor. 

Wealth, my dear Friends, is as a Cup of 
Liquor whofe Quality would conform to the Cbiii- 
ilitution of him who drinks it ; It carries Health, 
Strength, and Nourifhment to the Lips of Tem- 
perance and Virtue ; but utter Poifon to an Ap- 
petite that is thirfty and inflamed. The good 
Things of Life are good to Thofe who are^gpod 
alone ; the Evil convert them into their own Na- 
ture and Quality. Nothing can be valuable but 
fo far as it is ufeful -, the Abufe therefore pf Kicbef 
muft make their Owners fogr indeed. 
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1m Juftice and in Truth, I might proceed mticK 
further. I might fhew you, that, however Wealth, 
and Power, and Confideration, may fcrve to ii- 
luftrate the P^irtue of their Proprietor -, they were 
niever yet the Fountain or the Occafion thereof. 
That, fincc the World begun, the Soul of Man,, 
which is Himfelfj hath neither been made temperate 
by Affluence J kind hy Authority ^ nor humble by Ho- 
nours. That fuch Acquifitions in their Nature ra- 
ther tend, to deduSl^ than to add real Value to.

If univerfal Hiftory, Experience, and Obfcr- 
vation, prove that Riches have a Tendency, to cor- 
rupt, enflave and ruin whole Nations as well as Men. 
If thbfe Commonwealths, who are allowed to have 
been the happieft, the -greaten:, and the mod diftin- 

?ui{hed upon Earth, were yet eftablifhed upon the 
Principles of Poverty and Temperance. If they fub- 
fifted no longer than while they adhered to thofe Prin- 
ciples ; and that Riches introduced a Diffolution of 
Manners J and a Diffolution of their Manners a Dif- 
folution of the State.

I HATE further demonftrated to youy that this 
the Liberty of Man, is the oofy Source and Sub- 
fiftence of all poflSble Virtue, That it is the fecred 
and celeftial Truft for which akme we are^ account- 
able ; and that temporally and eternally we muft be 
wicked or worthy^ miferable or bapp^^ in proportion 
as we are Free,^ 



I HAVE further demonftrated, that in this our 
State of ^Mortality, there are two other j4rtickSj that 
of Bcf^ and that of Proper ty^ which be^ig anrtexed 
to our ExifliSict^TC alfo annexjK^ to cmrLiBg^ftTY ; 
and though in Rank and Eftimation the^ are infi- 
nitely inferior to that Liberty which is the Life, 
and as it were the D«iTy of the Soul ; that yet they 
conftitute the Whole of what is Valuable upon Earth, 
and that their Lofs endangers theLiBERxvof the 
Soul itfelf, the only Seat where Repofe may be 
fqUnd throug^ut; J&temity. < 



I have further demonftrated, that, in ourprefebt 
Sjtate, Man is a Being compounded of Soul and 
Body, to whofe joint Support and Welfare, Property 
is neceffary. That, as he hath Reafon to direft him 
in the Attaif^ment of fuch Property, artd Confeience 
to diffuade him from encroaching on the Property of 
Another, he alfo bath Strength appointed to )^^Rif^ 
of holding thai which is his owo^ and of repelling 
and punilhing whoever is the AfTaUanc. 

I HAVE 
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I fiirz further demonftratcd, that there are many 
S«jfcs wA Appetites annexed to the Bodily Compos 
fitipn of Man. That thofe Senfes and Appetites 
^xc appointed to be. the Minifters of iiis Soul •, and 
jn a State of natural Frcedoni muft be fubfervicnt 
tq Reafon : But that in many Cafes the Appetites 
have tranfgreffed their Province, and by corrupting 
asx) enflaving the Soul to uorqafonahle Defires, have 
tempted fome to encroach upon the Property of 
others. 



I uikYS thereupon demonftratcd^ that the At- 
tacks which fome have made upon Liberty and Pro-^ 
perty, impelled pthers .to confederate for the Prc- 
femtion thereof; that this, abne can be tte Ih^ 
tentioa and End of all Society ; and that» how- 
ever the Form of this ConnoElion may vary, no, 
Cocnmunity can be fuppofed. to have united to- 
gether, with, a ProfpeCt of Deftruilion, or even erf 
Damage to the Individuals- 



I Have therefore demonftratcd, that, as all fo- 
ctal Liberty is the Refult of many Men united 
together for the Prefervation of natural Liberty to 
Eacbj^ Vfhcrfever thofe Divine Ends are proftitutcd 
or perverted, by uhrealbnable Laws or a wicked 
Adminiftration ; then, and not till then, the Links 
of that. Society are ipfa faSlo diflblved, and the 
People reftored to their Righr,. though they may 
want the Power, of renewing their Conftitution, or 
re-eleding their Magiftrates.

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And now, my beft beloved Countrymen^ in or* 
det" to illuftfate the Benefits of Dberty, in order 
to recommend and inforce upon your Minds, this 
Foundation of all Advantages this Source of all De* 
light, this Portion of the Divinity that is Ihed upon 
Man, I will give yoti on one Side the Pi&ure of 
a Freeman^ I will give you on the other Side the 

Pifture of a Slave.-^ ^Choofe the Subftance 

of that Character whofe Refemblance you like 
beft. 



That Man who is fo happy as to be bom 
and educated, where his natural Liberty b aflqred 
to him by the Conftitution of his Countiry, im- 
bibes the BlefTings. thereof from his earlieft Iii« 
fancy ; his little Heart is enlivened by the chear* 
full Faces around him ; and the firft Ideas he 
conceives, are from the Aftions of Freedorti, and 
Expreffions of Truth. As his Capacity begins to 
open, he receives no Impreffions of Religion that 
are not illumined by Revelation, nor of Law 
that are not ma^de facred by Reafon ; he per- 
ceives the juftnefs of fuch Sentiments by the 
Dawnings of his native Underftanding, each Truth 
is duly rcfledted by the unprejudiced Mirror of his 
own . Mind, and the Charadlers of Virtue, im- 
prefled by God upon his Heart, are retraced by 
Converfation, and rendered indelible by public 
Approbation and Authority. 

Hence he is confident; he is open, he is chearful, 
he is generous, he is ferene ; he is not awed into a 
Hypocrite, he is' not terrified into a Liar ; his* Ac- 
tions are neither diftraded by Doubts, nor abridged

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by Caution ; he hath but one Way to walk, even 
the High Road of Honour ; his temporal Succefs and 
Happinefs go Hand in Hand with his Virtue ; .and 
that Virtue isdiftated, is encouraged, is approved, 
is rewarded, by th?

He hath no Damage to apptehend, no 
Danger to • forefee ; his Thoughts are clear and 
undifturbed ^ he hath Leifure and Attention, to 
ftudy the Improvement of Manufaftures, and Re- 
finement of Arts. He finiles at the Efforts of 
Malice or Knavery, andftands firm and yndaunt- 
xd before the Frowns of the Great ; for hc;^ builds 
his Houfe on the Rock of Law^ and it is cover-> 
ed by sijuji and imfartial Adminifiration. >. 

This Freedom gives him Dignity, and this- 
Dignity^ gives him Ambition ; he exerts every Fa- 
culty, every Talent which Nature hath given him,^ 
to its utmoft Extent ; and is emulous of leaving; 
fbme Memorial of his Attachment to that en- 
dearing Society, of which he himfelf is fo cherilh- 
ed a Member. Such is the true Son of ever 
GLORIOUS Liberty, it guards him all about^ie 
warms him at Heart, he feels its Beneficence, he 
rejoices in its Comforts; he can labour, he ^aa 
watch, he can bleed to retain it,-— he can die for 
its Sake,-^but he cannot furvive it.
